Benind the Bars for Stealing. 


From Wednesday's Daily. 


Less than a month ago a swell young 


man, having the appearance and manners 
of a Gotham dude, giving hie name as J, 
J, Readig, arrived iu Decatur from the 
east, and on August 23d entered the em- 
ploy of Linn & Scruggs as a salesman in 
the carpet department, a section of the 
store in the east end of the building, 
which is somewhat secluded. At seven 
o'clock last evening Mr. Readig was nr- 
reated by Marshal Mason on a state war- 
rant sworn out by W. H. Linn, charging 
him with stealing or withholding the sum 
of $34 from the firm. Eeadig was taken 
to the county jail aud looked up for safe- 
keeping'. 


The case seems to be a very simple one, 


so far as the discovery of the crookedness 
of the lah-de-dah, cocktail-drinking sales- 
man is concerned. He had charge of the 
carpet department and made sales, re- 
ceiving payment for goods which in every 
case under the rules in force he should 
hiive sent to the cashier's desk by a cash 
boy. 
It appears that Eeadig did not 


comply with this rule in every instance, 
as the sequel shows. Mr. Liun was rea- 
sonably certain yesterday that Readig 
was withholding money given him for 
goods by purchasers, and after consulting 
with Marshal Mason, he set a trap for the 
young man and caught him easily. Mr. 
Linn engaged a well-known citizen to go 
to the carpet department at 3 o'clock and 
buy a bill of guods of Readifi. The citi- 
zen was previously given money, every 
piece of which hod been marked by Mr. 
Linn, so there could be no mistake as to 
its identification. The citizen bought a 
bill of goods amounting to 834, and gave 
the marked money to Readig. He wrap- 
ped up the goods unobserved and the 
citizen went out with his purchase. Rea- 
dig went ahead and waited on other cus- 
tomers, but though he was given from 3 
o'clock until 7, the hour of closing the 
store for the day, to send the money to 
the cash office, he did not do so, and his 
arrest on the warrant issued bv Justice 


our office on Saturday a handful of brok- 
en noils, and other bits of iron, taken 
from the stomach of one of his cows that 
died a few days ago.

Readig sat upon one 
end of the table with his slick plug hat 
set back on his bead, and repeatedly pro- 
tested his innocence. He declared with 
the air of a bully that Mr. Linn hod 
made a great mistake, but when he ob- 
served that the Marshal, as is the custom, 
was about to take possession of the cash, 
he gave himself away bad by saying: 
"Every dollar of that money is my own. 
It belongs to me and I want it. I can 
prove where I got every dollar of it, and 
that it all belongs to me." He was given 
all the rope he wanted, and no one paid 
any attention to him. He stepped up to 
Mr, Linn and wanted to put him under 
oath then and there—why, no one could 
divine—but Mr. Linn waved him aside, 
and came away after the deposed sales- 
man had been securely locked up behind 
the bars. 


Readig's parent's live in New York City, 


but he has acquaintances at Louisville, 
Ky., whom he visited the other day. He 
left Decatur Saturday night for Louis- 
ville, and when he came back Tuesday 
morning he told a barkeeper: "I have 
been away to see my girl, you know; mix 
me a cocktail, please. I'll pay yon to- 
morrow." 


The firm is unable to state how much 


cash Readig has pocketed in the same 
way since his connection with the house, 
but they feel that it is considerable, and 
it is their purpose to prosecute the accused 
to the fullest extent of the law. The 
proof of his guilt is plain, and his pros- 
pects for a term of years in the Joliet 
penitentiary were never brighter. 


The firm to-day learned from whom 


Readig received the 820 not accounted 
for in the above. He had sold a carpet 
to B woman who didn't call for the pack- 
age until this forenoon. She said she 
had given the carpet salesman $20 for the 
roll yesterday, but it was not convenient 
for her to take away the purchase at the 
time. The money had not been handed 
in by Readig, and it was fonnd on his 
person.

Sand Instead of Water. 


In Nevada the scarcity of water 


has prompted the use of sand to 
drive an overshot wheel. A wind- 
wheel runs a belt containing a large 
number of baskets, and these carry 
the sand into a large tank, and a 
large stream of sand is allowed to 
fall on the overshot wheel, which 
operates just the same as water.

S. Piokrell, of Meohaniosbnrg, being 
only about 23 years ol age. In a humane 
attempt to save his horses from an awful 
death of burning, he himself perished in 
the flames. Buoh heroism was well de- 
serving of a better fate. The most loving, 
kind and tender member of an affection- 
ate family, he early exhibited many of the 
exemplary traits of his father's character. 
If he had lived he would no doubt have 
shown all the enterprise and public spirit 
so often manifested by the bearers of his 
family name. Of conspicuous energy and 
unflagging industry, a useful career was 
opened up before him, and, though young 
in years, he was entrusted with enterpri- 
ses usually given to those alone who had 
attained to greater age and wider experi- 
ence. Dutiful to the loved ones of his 
family circle, he was to all others gener- 
ous and true. As he was without fear, so 
he was without reproach. The State, 
though rich in her possession of promis- 
ing youth, can but ill afford to lose the 
prospect of rich manhood so early exhib- 
ited in young Piekrell,—Springfield Jour- 
nal, Sept. 12th. 


As has heretofore been stated in these 


columns, the deceased was in Decatur the 
whole of last week, and while here in com- 
pany with Mends he made social calls at 
various places in the city. He was a 
young man of most excellent habits, and 
scores of people here know him well. His 
remains were laid at rest in the family 
burying ground near Mechanisburg this 
afternoon.

We are glad to see the prosperity of 


OUT schools. Although an addition of 
two hundred and forty seats has been 
made by the opening of the-building ia 
the tilth ward, stall all the rooms are full 
enough and some are still crowded. We 
trust that the board will see to it that the 
pupils are us equally distributed aa can 
be dorje without serious inconvenience to 
anyone. This is alwajs a tliuukltss task 
but it should not, therefore be avoided. 
It is a great injustice to the teacher and 
a grievous wrong to the children when a 
room is overcrowded. Except in the case 
of the very smallest pupils n difference of 
three or four blocks iu the distance to be 
travelled is a matter o£ very small im- 
portance, 
, Wo arc pleased to see that the Board o£ 
Education ib fully nhvo to the importance 
of keeping our bdioois on a p:ir with the 
best in the state. The introduction of a 
full classical course iu our high r-chool is 
a step in the right direction. Thorp is no 
Ijood tension Mhy our boys und fills 
should not be fitted here at homo to enter 
the best colleges in the hmd. Iu the 
pust, graduates of our high school have 
been compelled to spend two years in 
preparation betois they conU enter the 
classical courses of the best eastern or 
western colleges. It is tins they were 
admitted at our State Industrial Univer- 
sity upon their diplomas aud Cornell 
University granted substantially the same 
privilege to those who proposed to cuter 
the Latin-scientific course of that institu- 
tion. But to those who wished to enter 
the classical courses two years' study of 
Greek was necessary. To secure tins 
privilege to our children, tho Board has 
secured the services of Mr. Henry P. Pngc, 
a graduate of Michigan University in the 
class of 1883, 
We learn that he is girirg 


excellent satisfaction and that his classes 
are enthusiastic iu endeavoring to master 
the niysteiies of. the Greek and Latin 
languages. We would suggest to our 
young men and women who graduated in 
past yeais that these classes oiler an ex- 
cellent opportunity for more extended 
study. 


It seems to us that in one respect our 


schools might be greatly improved. Eeg- 
ular and systematic instruction should 
be given in industrial drawing in all the 
grades from the lowest primary to the 
last year of the high school. 
As a people 


we are to be more and more interested in 
manufactures and every year will odd to 
the number of our artisans. Now noth- 
ing in the whole course of school instruc- 
tion can so thoroughly give that training 
of the eye and hand which every mechanic 
finds so necessary as a course in free hand 
drawing. We respectfully call the atten- 
tion of the Board and superintendent to 
this matter and trust that it will receive 
their early consideration.

The Wheat Crop. 


The Illinois Department of Agriculture 


will, in a few days, issue an important re- 
port on the results of the late harvest. 
The following, which includes the chief 
facts, is condensed from advance sheets: 


The yield of wheat, 20,347,592 bushels 


is the smallest recorded for 24 years, the 
average per aore, ten bushels, being less 
than that of any year on record except 
1876 and 1881. The crop has been pro- 
duced at a loss of about 83,358,000, after 
deducting a reasonable amount for the 
use of the land and the expense of pro- 
duction. Of the total amount of the crop, 
only about 615,000 bushels were spring 
wheat. Since 1860 there have been 8 
years in which wheat has been grown in 
the State at an actual loas. Tho most 
profitable of- recent years was 1882, when 
the yield of 62,323,000 bushels, at the av- 
erage price of 89 cents a bushel, gave a 
net profit of $16,237,000. Since, and in- 
cluding 1860, this crop has been grown at 
a loss 8, and at a profit for 16 years. The 
total loss upon the cultivation of wheat 
in the period named is estimated at a lit- 
tle over 833,787,000. There is an aggre- 
gate balance of profit, however, of a large 
amount, as the crop was grown in 1864 at 
a profit of 827,156,868, in 1867 at a profit 
of 829,247,723, and in 1879 at a profit of 
814,180,104.

No one, unless he be an idiot, 
wants to go back to those times 
when a man couldn't be certain the 
next morning that the money he 
placed in his wallet at night would 
be worth anything until he had a 
chance to get a bank note reporter. 
No, we don't want to go back to the 
time when the best labor on the 
farm was only paid for at the rate of 
ten or twelve dollars a month; when 
carpenters had hard work to get a 
dollar and a quarter a day; when 
wheat sold for sixty cents, corn for 
ten, oats for eight, and other things 
in proportion. 


That these things are different 


now is largely due to the Republican 
party. 
It haa encouraged the set 


tlement of the territories, has made 
it possible for railways to penetrate 
to points where, without aid, they 
would never have gone, and as a re- 
sult the country along these roads 
has been settled by thousands of in- 
dustrious and prosperous families. 
It may be true that in some cases 
these improvements have cost the 
government too much, but individu- 
als often pay more for a thing than 
it is worth, and still make money 
out of the transaction.

then aggravated by youth, came up 
to the counter, and accosted him 
with visible embarrassment. 'I want 
to know, Speed,' he said, 'the cost of 
a bedstead and bed,' adding a rough 
description 
which indicated 
the 


cheapest kind of both. 
'What you 


want,' answered Mr. Speed, 'will cost 
you about $17.' At this Lincoln's 
jaw dropped, and a painful express- 
ion of sadness and p*plexity spread 
over his countenance. Mr. Speed 
noticing the look, and rightly inter- 
preting it to signify that the price 
exceeded Lincoln's" means, quickly 
added: 'Mr. Lincoln I have a propo- 
sition to make you. My partner has 
just got married, and his bed in my 
room up stairs is vacant. If you 
are willing to occupy it, and share 
my room, with me, you are more than 
welcome.' 
The painful expression 


instantly vanished from 
Lincoln's 


face as, with a few simple words of 
thanks, he accepted the offer and 
disappeared. 
In a short time he re- 


appeared with a pair of old-fashioned 
saddle-bags on his arm, and, directed 
by his new friend, shambled up 
stairs to the designated room. A 
minute had scarcely passed before 
he shambled down again, and as he 
reached the shop-room Cried out, his 
face beaming with jocund content, 
'Well, Speed, I've moved.' 
Hence- 


forward unto death Lincoln and 
Speed were bosom friends."

Resolved, That this association will not wrfto 
or renew any po icy of ins« ranee on or in any 
building using steam for heating or power in 
which the pipes are not fully protected. All 
drying rooms or heating boxes shoult be lined 
with galvanized iron or rooting tin. 
fJfSolucd.'Thut this association will not writo 
or renew any policy of insurance on or In any 
building wherein the oily waste or rags uro 
not deposi ed in self-closing lire-proof cans 
when not in actual use, such cans to be emp- 
tied daily. 
Resolved, That tho use of open and movable 
lights be strictly prohibited. A bull's eye Inn- 
tern is recommended In place of tho old flam- 
ing torch. 
Resolved, That this association, in order to 
promote aud encourage the introduction Into 
mills and other buildings of automatic sprink- 
lers of approved construction and pattern 
with automatic lire-alarm attached, will niaka 
the following reduction In tho rate of Insur- 
ance : With an adequate supply ol pipes andi 
one source of water supply at constant prciss- 
uro, 15 per cent; with two sources of water 
supply, both reliable, 86 per cent. 
/(wolfed, That we recommend all manufac- 
turers using steam power that they should at- 
tach a chain to tho safety-valve, passing to the 
outside of tao building In such manner that in 
case of flro tho valvo can bo opened from the 
outside, thus flooding the bollor-houso with 
live steam and averting the danger of explo- 
sion.
